Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a beverage cartridge, classified in class 99, subclass 
295. 

II. Claims 8-1 1 , drawn to a method of manufacturing a cartridge, classified in 
class 426, subclass 433. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to make 
another and materially different product such as one which does not have a filter 
disposed between the storage chamber and the discharge spout. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Joseph Shipley on February 8, 2006 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-7. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
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Office action. Claims 8-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rodth in view of Telco. 

There is disclosed in Rodth a beverage cartridge, comprising: an outer member 
1 1 defining a storage chamber in which is stored a beverage ingredient; an inner 
member 17 having a discharge spout 19, 21 forming an outlet for outflow of beverage; a 
filter 24 disposed between the storage chamber and discharge spout. 

Telco discloses the use of a weld to secure a member within a beverage 
cartridge. 

While Rodth fails to disclose whether the inner member is attached to the outer 
member, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to secure the inner 
member within the outer member by use of a weld as taught in Telco, in order to 
prevent the inner member from being removed from the outer member.
